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BACKGROUND 

State  agricultural  publications  are  a valuable  resource  for  researchers,  stu- 
dents, the  agribusiness  community,  farmers,  and  the  general  public,  as  well  as 
for  agricultural  historians,  rural  sociologists,  and  anthropologists.  Yet,  be- 
cause of  the  difficulties  inherent  in  tracking  and  providing  access  to  this  litera- 
ture, the  information  contained  in  these  publications  has  been  severely 
underutilized.  (For  a more  detailed  discussion  of  bibliographic  access  and 
control  of  these  publications  see  Eleanor  Mathews,  "Bibliographic  Access  to

As  described  in  its  mission  statement,  the  National  Agricultural  Library 
(NAL)  serves  as  the  nation’s  chief  information  resource  for  agriculture  and 
its  allied  sciences.  Because  it  is  the  ultimate  source  and  repository  of  agricul- 
tural information,  it  collects  materials  as  comprehensively  as  possible  and 
provides  bibliographical  access  to  them  through  the  AGRICOLA  data  base. 
In  the  case  of  state  agricultural  publications,  NAL  relies  upon  the  assistance 
and  advice  of  the  land-grant  university  libraries  in  acquiring  and  controlling 
a group  of  materials  published  in  varied  formats  with  many  bibliographical 
problems.

Since  the  early 
1970’s  the  land- 
grant  libraries 
and  NAL  have 
cooperated  in  ac- 
quiring these  ma- 
terials through 
Memoranda  of 
Understanding 
in  which  each 
land-grant  li- 
brary agreed  to 
collect  and  retain 
copies  of  the  ex- 
periment station, 
extension,  and 
college  of  agri- 
culture publica- 
tions produced  in 
its  state,  and  to 
provide  refer- 
ence and  inter- 
library  loan  ser- 
vices for  them.  In 
addition,  the 
publications  of  46 
states  have  been 
preserved  on  mi- 
crofilm through 
cost-sharing  agreements  between  NAL  and  the  land-grant 
institutions. 

In  1984  the  National  Agricultural  Library  initiated  the 
NAL/Land-Grant  University  State  Agricultural  Publica- 
tions Program,  in  which  it  was  proposed  that  the  land-grant 
university  library  in  each  state  acquire  copies  of  state  agricul- 
tural documents  for  itself  and  NAL,  catalog  those  items  ap- 
propriate for  full-level  cataloging,  and  serve  as  the 
primary  source  for  document  requests.  Participat- 
ing libraries  forward  copies  of  each  publication, 
accompanied  by  a print-out  of  its  cataloging 
record,  to  NAL  to  add  to  its  collections.  NAL 
supplements  this  record  with  AGRICOLA 
category  codes  and  its  own  local  information,  such 
as  call  numbers.  Those  publications  which  the 
land-grant  university  library  had  not  found 
suitable  for  cataloging  at  its  own  institution  are  in- 
dexed at  NAL.  Records  for  all  items  are  incor- 
porated into  the  AGRICOLA  data  base  and  are 
also  contributed  to  FAO’s  AGRIS  data  base,  fur- 
ther increasing  their  worldwide  access. 

Libraries  in  forty-three  (43)  states  are  par- 
ticipating in  this  Program,  sometimes  also 
referred  to  as  the  State  Publications  Project.  As 
might  be  expected  with  so  many  participants,  all 
aspects  of  the  Program  are  not  functioning 
smoothly.  Not  all  libraries  participate  fully,  and 
some  of  NAL’s  procedures  are  cumbersome  and 
need  streamlining.  Eleanor  Mathews,  an  Infor- 
mation Services  Librarian  at  Iowa  State  Univer- 
sity, examined  the  Program  during  Spring  1988 
and  made  recommendations  on  how  it  could  be 


improved.  Ms.  Mathews,  who  has  written  and  published  ar- 
ticles about  experiment  station  publications,  brings  both  the 
land-grant  library  and  public  service  perspective  to  this 
Program.  Her  recommendations  follow. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Procedures 

Procedures  for  the  acquisition  and  processing  of  these 
materials  have  been  cumbersome  at  both  the  land-grant 
libraries  and  NAL.  For  any  of  several  reasons  some  libraries 
are  not  participating  in  the  cataloging  portion  of  the 
Program:  either  they  do  not  want  to  upset  already  well-es- 
tablished arrangements  on  their  campuses  for  sending 
materials  to  NAL;  or  they  do  not  catalog  or  analyze  these 
publications  because  of  tradition  or  staffing  shortages;  or 
they  do  not  want  to  add  another  whole  series  of  steps  to  their 
technical  services  processing  in  order  to  send  the  cataloging 
copy  with  the  publication.  At  NAL,  procedures  for  acquisi- 
tion of  these  publications  were  set  up  separately  from  the  gift 
unit’s  already  established  procedures,  and  a special  mailing 
address  was  instituted.  The  following  changes  are  aimed  at 
simplifying  the  acquisition  and  cataloging  procedures. 

Acquisition 

The  land-grant  libraries  will  be  asked  to  send  a list  of  the 
series  titles  they  collect  and  retain  (both  ceased  and  continu- 
ing) along  with  the  addresses  and  names  of  contact  persons 
of  the  units  or  offices  on  their  campuses  that  supply  the  pub- 
lications to  their  libraries.  At  NAL,  the  gift  unit  in  the  Ac- 
quisitions/Serials Branch  will  assume  responsibility  for 
acquiring  these  materials,  using  the  lists  supplied  by  the 
libraries  to  update  its  records. 

The  land-grant  libraries  will  no  longer  be  required  to  send

address  will  be  dropped.  The  Acquisitions/Serials  Branch 
will  begin  to  claim  missing  issues  on  an  annual  cycle  with 
each  state’s  publications  examined  once  a year  for  complete- 
ness, new  titles,  title  changes,  etc. 

Cataloging 

Libraries  participating  in  the  cataloging  portion  of  the 
Program  will  no  longer  be  required  to  send  copies  of  the  pub- 
lications to  NAL.  Also,  they  will  not  have  to  send  copies  of 
their  cataloging  records.  NAL  will  request  that  the  libraries 
give  priority  treatment  to  these  publications,  cataloging  or 
analyzing  them  within  three  months  of  receipt  in  their 
libraries,  using  AACR2  and  inputting  the  records  into 
OCLC  or  RLIN.  NAL  will  search  the  OCLC  and  RLIN 
databases  for  cataloging  records. 

To  improve  access  to  state  agricultural  publications,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  land-grant  libraries  not  already  doing 
so  will  be  asked  to  begin  cataloging  monographic  series  tit- 
les and  analyzing  individual  publications  in  significant  series, 
as  well  as  cataloging  monographs.  "Significant  series"  will  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  NAL  and  the  land-grant  library. 
Special  arrangements  will  be  made  for  libraries  using  an  on- 
line bibliographic  network  other  than  OCLC. 

Coordination 

The  National  Agricultural  Library  will  appoint  a member 
of  the  Technical  Services  Division  staff  to  coordinate  the 
Program.  The  coordinator  will  be  able  to  work  closely  with 
the  land-grant  libraries  as  well  as  working  within  NAL  to  im- 
plement policy  decisions  concerning  the  Program  and  to 
solve  processing  problems.  In  addition,  each  Technical  Ser-

vices  Division  Branch  at  NAL  will  designate  a contact  per- 
son to  oversee  the  State  Publications  Program  activity  in 
each  area  of  functional  responsibility.  This  should  help  with 
problem  resolution  and  give  state  publications  an  even 
higher  profile  at  NAL. 

FUTURE  PLANS 

Land-Grant  Library  Participation 

One  of  the  goals  of  this  Program  is  to  ensure  bibliog- 
raphical and  physical  access  to  state  publications  by  having 
libraries  from  all  fifty  (50)  states  participate.  Presently, 
some  libraries  take  part  only  at  the  minimum  level,  i.e.,  col- 
lecting and  retaining  experiment  station,  extension,  and  col- 
lege of  agriculture  publications,  and  offering  reference  and 
interlibrary  loan  services.  Other  libraries  also  participate  in 
the  cataloging  portion  of  this  Program.  NAL  wants  to  en- 
courage at  least  minimum  level  participation  by  all  land- 
grant  libraries,  the  minimum  being  the  provision  of 
document  delivery  services  for  these  materials.  As  might  be 
expected,  NAL  is  also  working  toward  the  goal  of  having  all 
libraries  share  in  cataloging  state  agricultural  materials. 

Many  land-grant  libraries  are  under  financial  constraints 
that  make  them  unable  to  assign  staff  to  catalog,  analyze,  and 
index  state  publications.  Two  projects  with  successful  land- 
grant  participation,  the  Regional  Document  Delivery  Ser- 
vice and  the  microfilming  preservation  project,  have  both 
been  funded,  to  some  degree,  by  NAL.  NAL  is  looking  into 
ways  of  making  participation  more  attractive  for  land-grant 
libraries,  such  as  arranging  for  ENHANCE  status  for  selec- 
tive items  input  into  OCLC  and  offering  remote  access  to 
NAL’s  online  catalog,  ISIS,  or  some  other  form  of  compen- 
sation. 
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List  of  Series  Titles 


Agricultural  Information  Network 


The  National  Agricultural  Library  has  the  opportunity  to 
create  a comprehensive  list  of  series  titles  published  by  the 
experiment  stations  and  the  state  extension  services.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  Program,  Patricia  John,  formerly  Head  of 
the  Cataloging  Branch  and  now  Coordinator  of  NAL’s  Rural 
Information  Center,  compiled  a list  of  series  titles  currently 
received  at  NAL  which  has  been  kept  up-to-date  by  the 
Cataloging  Branch.  When  NAL’s  list  is  merged  with  the  lists 
supplied  by  the  land-grant  libraries,  a comprehensive  list  of 
series  titles  of  experiment  station  and  extension  publications 
will  be  available.  The  final  editing  will  be  done  by  the  coor- 
dinator of  the  Program  and  copies  will  be  distributed  to  the 
land-grant  libraries.  This  resource  should  be  a valuable  aid 
in  collection  development  and  also  in  providing  reference 
and  interlibrary  loan  service. 

Coverage  of  State  Agricultural  Materials 

When  NAL  began  this  Program,  its  primary  goal  was  to 
collect  systematically  all  experiment  station,  extension,  and 
college  of  agriculture  publications.  Future  plans  are  to  in- 
clude theses  on  agricultural  topics,  materials  from  research 
institutes  and  centers  both  on  and  off  the  campus,  and  pub- 
lications produced  by  state  governmental  agencies  from 
departments  such  as  agriculture,  natural  resources, 
economic  development,  and  community  and  regional  plan- 
ning. So  far,  the  only  publications  considered  part  of  this 
Program  are  ones  from  units  and  agencies  on  land-grant 
university  campuses.  Once  the  technical  processing  proce- 
dures are  running  smoothly,  acquisition  and  cataloging  of 
other  state  agricultural  publications  will  be  pursued. 
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All  of  the  technicians  of  the  Cataloging  Branch  input  cataloging  data 
for  State  publications  into  the  OCLC  system  and  indirectly  into  the  NAL 
database.  The  records  are  accessible  online  through  AGRICOLA, 
OCLC,  and  NAL’s  online  catalog  in  its  integrated  system,  ISIS.  Here

The  State  Agricultural  Publications  Program  is  an  impor- 
tant cooperative  venture  enabling  the  National  Agricultural 
Library  and  land-grant  institutions  to  work  together  to  en- 
sure that  materials  produced  by  experiment  stations  and  the 
extension  service  are  controlled  bibliographically  and  avail- 
able for  interlibrary  loan.  It  will  form  one  of  the  major 
cornerstones  of  the  national  agricultural  information  net- 
work. With  the  formation  of  the  network  and  its  advisory 
group,  a forum  will  be  available  for  land-grant  and  other 
agriculture-related  libraries  to  offer  direction  to  NAL  about 
future  cooperative  programs  which  will  benefit  the  entire 
agricultural  community. 

CONCLUSION 

Since  the  early  1970’s  the  National  Agricultural  Library 
has  engaged  in  cooperative  programs  with  land-grant  in- 
stitutions. The  land-grant  libraries  acquire  and  retain  the 
experiment  station,  extension  service,  and  college  of  agricul- 
ture publications  produced  in  their  states,  and  provide 
reference  and  interlibrary  loan  service.  In  addition,  selec- 
tive backfiles  of  the  publications  of  forty-six  (46)  states  have 
been  microfilmed.  The  most  recent  project,  which  expands 
the  acquisition  and  cataloging  of  these  materials,  has  already 
resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  individual  titles  NAL 
is  processing  as  measured  by  the  number  of  citations  in 
AGRICOLA  (3615  references  in  1985,  5199  references  in 
1987,  a 44%  increase).  The  refinements  recommended  in 
this  report  will  enhance  a Program  which  has  already  proven 
its  value.  More  than  three  billion  dollars  a year  are  being 
spent  on  agricultural  research  and  applications.  Clearly,  the 
information  resulting  from  an  investment  of  this  magnitude 
should  be  disseminated  as  widely  as  possible.  The 
NAL/Land-Grant  University  State  Agricultural  Publica- 
tions Program  ensures  both  bibliographical  and  physical  ac- 
cess to  these  important  materials. 


ELEANOR  MATHEWS, 
VISITING  SCHOLAR 


Through  a cooperative  agreement  with  Iowa  State 
University  (ISU),  Eleanor  Mathews  worked  with  the  Nation- 
al Agricultural  Library  from  April  5 to  June  30, 1988,  on  the 
State  Agricultural  Publications  Project.  Ms.  Mathews,  who 
is  an  Information  Services  Librarian  and  Associate  Profes- 
sor at  ISU  in  Ames,  Iowa,  examined  NAL’s  processes  in  the 
acquisition,  cataloging,  and  indexing  of  state  agricultural 
publications,  cooperative  arrangements  with  the  42  land- 
grant  universities  participating  in  the  project,  and  problems 
experienced  by  all  participants.  Before  completing  her  stay 
at  NAL,  she  made  recommendations  to  improve  the 
program  and  prepared  reports  for  use  of  the  participants 
and  for  publication.  Ms.  Mathews  will  continue  her  leader- 
ship role  in  this  project  in  the  future,  and  among  other  ac- 
tivities, plans  to  investigate  thesis-handling  practices  in 
land-grant  libraries  in  early  1989.

Missouri  State  Museum  in  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources.  The  symposium,  developed  by  NAL  to  comple- 
ment the  exhibit,  focuses  on  the  mule’s  story,  from  its  role  in 
the  history  of  rural  life  and  the  family  to  tall  tales  and 
bravado.  The  exhibition  shares  the  research  and  documen- 
tation accumulated  over  five  years  by  the  University’s  Mule 
History  Project. 

It  begins  with  the  early  development  of  the  mule,  explains 
the  mule’s  daily  use  and  economic  significance  in  the  early 
20th  century,  and  examines  the  influence  and  uses  of  the 
mule  up  to  the  present.  From  the  cotton  fields  to  the  logging 
camps,  from  wilderness  areas  to  coal  mines,  and  from  the 
battlefield  of  San  Juan  Hill  to  the  peaks  of  the  Khyber  Pass, 
the  Missouri  mule  "farmed  our  land,  hauled  our  lumber, 
drained  our  swamps,  took  us  to  church  and  to  war..."  accord- 
ing to  Melvin  Bradley,  Professor  Emeritus,  Department  of 
Animal  Science,  University  of  Missouri-Columbia  and  re- 
search leader  of  the  Missouri  Mule  History  Project.  Be- 
cause of  the  mule’s  desirable  traits— it  ate  less,  lived  longer, 
worked  harder,  was  sure-footed,  and  possessed  a steady, 
reliable  temperament— this  hardy  animal  quickly  became  an 
essential  part  of  the  westward  movement  and  the  emergence 
of  new  industries  such  as  cotton  farming  and  manufacture, 
coal  and  metals  mining,  and  logging.  These  same  qualities 
also  made  the  mule  well-suited  for  the  rigors  of  warfare,  and 
it  was  drafted  for  the  Civil  and  Spanish-American  Wars, 
World  Wars  I and  II,  and  most  recently  the  war  in  Afghanis- 
tan. 

The  exhibition  will  be  open  to  the  public  from  8:00  a.m. 
to  4:30  p.m.,  except  weekends  and  holidays,  through  Decem- 
ber 31.  The  exhibition  and  opening  day  events  are  being 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Missouri  Cultural  Heritage  Center, 
the  National  Agricultural  Library,  and  the  Associates  of  the 
National  Agricultural  Library,  Inc.

NAL  is  offering  self-service  searching  of  databases  on 
CD-ROM  (compact  disk-read  only  memory),  free  of  charge, 
Monday-Friday  from  8:00  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.,  at  both  the  main 
Library  in  Beltsville,  MD,  and  at  the  D.  C.  Reference  Center 
(DCRC)  in  the  USDA  South  Building,  Washington,  DC. 

NAL  subscribes  to  the  compact  disk  versions  of  several 
bibliographic  and  statistical  databases  which  have  previously 
been  available  only  in  print  or  online  formats.  Available 
databases  and  locations  are:

BROADCAST 

The  National  Agricultural  Library  (NAL)  is  now  receiv- 
ing the  Federal  Register  via  FM  radio  broadcast  at  its  DC 
Reference  Center  in  the  South  Agriculture  Building  on  14th 
& Independence  Avenue. 

The  NAL  is  one  of  six  test  sites  receiving  the  Register  as 
part  of  a pilot  project  sponsored  by  the  Government  Print- 
ing Office  in  conjunction  with  the  Office  of  the  Federal 
Register.  The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  determine  the 
feasibility  and  usefulness  of  disseminating  the  Register  by  FM 
radio  frequency. 

The  Federal  Register  makes  available  to  the  public  regula- 
tions and  legal  notices  issued  by  Federal  agencies.  It  is 
published  daily,  Monday  through  Friday  except  on  official 
holidays,  by  the  Office  of  the  Federal  Register. 

During  the  test  over  the  next  few  months,  the  complete 
text  of  the  next  day’s  Register  will  be  broadcast  to  the 
Reference  Center  during  the  night,  stored  on  a computer, 
and  searched  the  next  day  using  word  processing  and  text 
scanning  software.  This  process  not  only  delivers  the 
Register  to  the  Center  before  a print  copy  can  arrive  in  the 
mail,  but  also  provides  for  keyword  searching  of  the  com- 
plete text  of  the  Register.

NAL  EXTENDS 
INTERLIBRARY  LOAN 
SERVICES 

The  National  Agricultural  Library  (NAL)  recently  ex- 
panded its  lending  services  to  other  libraries  to  include 
receipt  of  interlibrary  loan  (ILL)  requests  via  several 
electronic  methods.  In  its  national  role,  NAL  has  a unique 
responsibility  to  attempt  to  supply  copies  of  agricultural 
publications  not  found  elsewhere  and  to  provide  them  in  the 
most  efficient  manner  possible.  To  help  meet  this  challenge, 
NAL  now  offers  libraries  a number  of  electronic  options  for 
expediting  interlibrary  loan  requests.  Currently,  NAL 
receives  requests  by  OCLC  and  the  following  four  electronic 
mail  systems:  ALANET  (ALA1031  System  41);  DIAL- 
COM  (NAL  LENDING  AGS3058  System  57);  EASYLINK 
(62031265);  and  ONTYME  (NAL/LB). 

In  addition  to  electronic  mail,  libraries  may  now  send  ILL 
requests  to  NAL  via  TWX/TELEX  (710-828-0506  NAL 
LEND)  and  telefacsimile  (301-344-3675).  The  National 
Library  of  Medicine  (NLM)  may  also  forward  requests 
received  via  DOCLINE,  NLM’s  electronic  interlibrary  loan 
system,  directly  to  NAL,  as  long  as  they  comply  with  NLM’s 
routing  and  eligibility  requirements. 

In  1989,  NAL  plans  to  further  expand  electronic  docu- 
ment service  when  it  offers  "Fill  by  Fax"— a telefacsimile 
delivery  service  to  fill  rush  requests,  when  documents  are 
needed  faster  than  the  mail  can  deliver  them. 

Most  of  the  materials  in  the  NAL  collection  are  available 
by  interlibrary  loan  through  local,  public,  business,  govern- 
ment, university,  foreign,  and  other  libraries.  Libraries 
which  are  unable  to  fill  requests  may  forward  them  to  NAL. 
Loans  requested  from  NAL  must  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  National  or  International  Interlibrary  Code  and 
Guidelines  and  there  are  also  special  procedures  and  for- 
mats for  requesting  documents  electronically  via  the  above 
systems.
